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God and I Can! 


SILENT UNITY 


¢< LEASE pray with me,” wrote a mother 
Pp of five children under five years of age 
The doctor had just told her that be- 
cause of her busy life, the care of her lively 
youngsters, and her home, she could not expect to 
be the strong, vital person she had always been. 
Even as she made her request for prayers she 
added with faith, ‘“Today I see that I can’t. But 
God and I can. Please pray with me.” 

“Please pray with me’ were the words spoken 
into a telephone in upper New York state. It was 
a man speaking. His words were heard in a room 
at Unity School. He was going out that morning 
to have an interview for a position. Some had 
told him that his age would prevent him from ob- 
taining the position. He needed faith in himself; 
he needed to feel that he had something to give; 
he needed to know that “God and I can.” 

“Please pray with me,” the childish scrawl 
spread across the sheet of pink paper. A ten-year- 
old boy had a problem. At school he felt that he 
had no friends and that no one even liked him. 
He wrote, “They don’t even dislike me. They pay 
no attention to me at all.” 
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“Please pray with me,” was the request of a 
woman whose letter carried a New Zealand post- 
mark. Her need was healing. She had as much 
faith in her request being received, understood, 
and answered; as if she had been speaking di- 
rectly to one of the counselors in the Silent Unity 
Building at Unity Village, Lee’s Summit, Mis- 
souri. 

“Please pray with me,” a slight, young man 
asked a kind-faced woman. The two were in a 
hall, outside of a room where phones were al- 
ways ringing. “Please pray for and with me so 
that I can give a good and helpful lesson to the 
boys in my Sunday-school class.” He was a min- 
isterial student, and the woman was a person 
who devoted her time to answering telephone 
calls and giving reassurance in the name of Silent 
Unity. 

All these requests were for the prayers of Silent 
Unity. None of these persons was just asking a 
single person for prayers; they were asking for 
the prayers of over one hundred people. They 
were really wanting to be quickened in the faith 
that “God and I can.” 

To know that many loving hearts are in a silent 
unity of prayer with your own heart is a real com- 
fort; to know that many quickened minds are in 
a silent unity of prayer with your own mind is

truly strengthening; to know that others are with 
you in the knowledge that “God and I can’”’ is 
uplifting. 

We who answer these requests know that it is 
not of ourselves that we are doing this work. Long 
ago we learned what this mother of five had 
learned—"‘God and I can!” God works in and 
through all of us; God loves and blesses His 
children; God inspires and frames the words we 
write and speak. 

Each person in Silent Unity knows he is truly 
in a silent unity with all persons who have joined 
in this prayer ministry since its inception. He 
knows that he is in a silent unity with God—a 
silent unity that empowers him to catch a vision 
that his eyes alone could never catch, that em- 
powers him to speak a word that his understand- 
ing alone could never prompt, and that empowers 
him to write an assurance that his faith alone 
could never write. It is the Father within that is 
doing the work. “God and I can!” 

When friends ask, ‘Please pray with me,” we 
who answer requests assure them that Silent Unity 
is praying. But we cannot sign our own names; we 
cannot sign “Mary Smith” or ‘John Brown.” This 
does not mean that we—all the Mary Smiths and 
the John Browns—are not sincerely, lovingly, and 
faithfully keeping a silent unity with all who ask 
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for our prayers, and our help. 

In that silent unity we know that the mother 
who had the numerous responsibilities will find 
all the vitality, poise, and joy that she needs and 
all of the time to do that which needs to be done 
by her. We know through prayer she will be 
blessed. 

In this silent unity we are praying with the 
man in New York state so that he can “go out 
and meet his good.” As he contacts the firm con- 
cerning the position in which he is interested he 
knows that our prayers are with him. God pre- 
pared a place for him. If this is not the right 
place, he does not want it. He will be divinely 
guided to his own perfect place of service, where 
he is needed and where he will receive just rec- 
ompense. 

In this silent unity of prayer the Mary Smiths 
and the John Browns are thinking understanding- 
ly about the youngster who needs friends. We 
know how important being accepted is and how 
good it is to have someone with whom to share 
our thoughts and experiences. We know, too, that 
since this child has asked for prayers and is pray- 
ing himself, he will find that his request is ful- 
filled. The qualities he needs to be a friend and 
to have friends will be so quickened in him that 
he will never again be lonely. 
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In this silent unity the Mary Smiths and the 
John Browns are feeling close to the woman in 
New Zealand. We have perfect faith in God’s 
healing power, which is working in her body to 
heal and to restore her to wholeness. If this wom- 
an were sitting here and counseling with us, we 
could not feel closer; we could not have more 
faith. We know there is no separation in God; 
we are all one, all one in a silent unity of prayer. 

We pray just as impersonally and just as sin- 
cerely for the young man that we know so well. 
We had seen this young man progress in teaching 
until he was ready to become a part of the Sunday- 
school staff, and his desire to give a blessing and 
to be a help will make him an open and a pro- 
ductive channel. 

For every “Please pray with me,” there is an 
instant assurance of loving co-operation in prayer. 
All requests receive the same interested, under- 
standing, and faithful attention from each person 
in Silent Unity. Each person knows full well “God 
and I can,” and each one realizes that the ‘‘I’’ is 
that part of us, the Christ, which acknowledges its 
relationship to God. Jesus expressed it so beauti- 
fully, “I and the Father are one.” 

We pray with this “God and I” attitude and 
give assurance of prayer to all who ask, “Please 
pray with me.’ We answer our telephones, in this 
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“God and I” attitude. In this attitude we sign our 
letters with “Your friends in Silent Unity!” In 
this attitude we know that those who ask for 
prayers find their answers and receive their help, 
for with God all things are possible. 


Whoever you are, wherever you live, and what- 


ever your need; Silent Unity blesses you and 
knows God and you together can do and be all 
things that are good and perfect.

LL OF us have times when we have flashes 
A of spiritual insight. We have a momen- 
tary sense of being out of time and space. 
We feel the eternal with us; we stand in the 
radiant presence of God.
